He said the currently pending electric 
rate proposal would increase charges to 
homes by 24.9 percent; municipalities 
would pay 23.7 percent more, general 
Service 18,2 percent, lighting 17.1 
percent and industrial customers, 16.5 
percent. } 

IP spokesmen say adequate funds 
must be generated through electric and 
as rates in order for utilities to meet 
the public's present and future energy 
needs. 

“For electric service classification I 
customers, those who use the least 
electricity per month, IP proposes the 
highest increase of all, 29.6 percent,” 
Steiner charged. 

“The same pattern holds true for 
natural gas provided by IP. F dential 


customers face a 15.5 percent inc 
while general and large-volume 
would pay a 5.6 percent increase.”’

Documents filed by IP with the ICC 
project for the 1983 calendar year 
overall rate hikes of 9.7 percent for

Madison Concerned _ Citizens’ 
president is Thomas Voloski.

Ilinois-American Water Company 
has filed with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission for a rate increase af- 
fecting the area served by the com- 
pany, including most of the Quad-City 
area. R. W. Greaves, vice president and 
manager of the company, explained 
that the increase generated by the filed 
rates is required because of higher 
operating costs, as well as the added 
investment in water facilities in the 
Service area. 

Increases have been filed for each 
district of the company based on the 
operations of each district. The filed 
rates for the t serving the Bast 
St. Louis, Belleville and Granite City 
areas would raise the average quar- 


terly water bill for a residential 
customer being served by a five-eighths 
inch meter in the High Service Area 
from $39 to $4! (or an increase of 
$2.12 per month). The water bill for a 
small usage customer (using 300 cubic 
feet per quarter) being served by a five 
eighths inch meter would raise from 
$16.05 to $19.04 per quarter (or an in 
crease of $1 per month) 

In the Low Service Area, including 
the Quad-Cities, the average bill for a 
residential customer being served by a 
five-eighths inch meter would increase 
from $37 to $43.36 (or an increase of 
$2.12 per month). A small usage

Banks warned not to collect for towns

The apparent battle between Madison 
County Treasurer Michael S, Henkhaus 
and the tax collectors of Granite City, 
Nameoki, Venice and Edwardsville 
townships ‘is getting hotter and hotter 
as the date for paying taxes gets closer 
and closer. 

The issue is who will collect the first 
installment of taxes, possibly as early 
as next Monday. The latest bomb to 
burst in:the war came in the form of a 
letter received by local banks 
yesterday informing them that if they 
collect the first installment of taxes for 
the township tax collectors, they will 
not be authorized to collect the Second 
installment for the county treasurer 

By law, the township collectays can 
collect taxes until Sept. 1. Since the 
second installment of taxes will not be 
due until mid-October, most will have 
to be collected by the county 

The banks, which woo both the county 
and the townships for deposits, are 
caught in the middle. They already 
have agreed to collect taxes on behalf of 
Granite City Treasurer Nick Petrillo, 
Nameoki Township Tax Collector 
Norman Hall, Venice Township Tax 
Collector Zella Niehaus and Edward: 
sville Township Tax Collector Stephen

At 2 p.m. Friday, July 9, Associate 
Judge Edward C. Ferguson ruled on 
behalf of township collectors, giving 
them the right to collect the taxes for 
their own townships and distribute the 
money to local taxing agencies 
However, Ferguson's formal order has 
never been released in writing to the 
collectors. 

“Iry Slate (attorney for Granite City) 
has been calling every day, but we can't 
get a copy of the court order from 
Judge Ferguson yet,’ Hall commented 
this. morning 

Hall feels that if the written court 
order is shown to the banks, it will 
prove there is nothing prohibiting them 
from collecting the first installment for 
the township collectors and the second 
installment for the county. 

Henkhaus, however, says he can keep 
banks from collecting for both. ‘I can 
collect wherever.I want to collect,’’ the 
treasurer says. He flatly denies that the 
warning to banks is ‘“‘revenge’’ for his 
loss in court to the collectors. 

The letter to the banks, signed by Lois 
Vazzi of the treasurer's office, states, 
“According to last Friday’s court or- 


der, the county treasurer or the banks 
in Madison County will not be allowed 
to collect taxes for any township that 
has a town collector that is not working 
with the county treasurer and county 
data processing system., 

“If your bank chooses to collect for 
any of the town collectors in thése 
townships, they will not be collecting 
any tax_bills for the county treasurer's 
office. They cannot collect for both and 
they cannot collect collect after Sept. 
1 

Henkhaus says he has been .on 
vacation and has not seen the letter, 
“but I imagine I would stand behind it. 

“All other banks in the county are set 
up to collect for me only,” Henkhaus 
stated. 

Hall said he has released the Bank of 
Collinsville from its agreement to 
collect for Nameoki Township, sayihg 
he felt that bank was being “put in the 
middle,’’ since Collinsyille Township. ts 
utilizing the county treasurer for tax 
collection. 

However, he says, he expects all 
Granite City-Madison area banks ‘to 
live up to their agreements, adding that 
the local collectors usuaully receive 70 
to 75 percent of the total taxes in their 
townships.

12 years for murder attempt 


Circuit Judge A. A. 
Matoesian has sentenced 
Edward E. Freeman, 23, of 
907 Washington St., Madison, 
to 12 years in an Illinois state 
prison for a Jan. 15, 1982, 
murder attempt and armed 
robbery attempt in Granite 
City, and to two years in 
prison on an April 2 Illinois 
Bureau of Investigation 
charge that Freeman had 
delivered a controlled drug 
on Nov. 9, 1981. 

A similar drug delivery 
count against Freeman, filed 
March 15 regarding Nov. 9, 
was dismissed by Associate 
Judge Edward Ferguson on 
a motion by the state’s at- 
torney. And Judge 
Matoesian dismissed a 
charge of unlawful use of a 
weapon occurring Jan. 15. 

Judge Ferguson dismissed 
two other March 15 charges 
of controlled substance 
delivery, alleged to haye 
taken place on Nov. 13 and 
24, respectively. Those 
defendants were Cornelius 
“Tootie” Bell, 29, Venice, 
and Dick ‘‘Oddie”’ Cross, 55, 
Venice. 

Freeman in the early fall 


of 1981 was placed on one 
year_of probation and sen- 
tenced to 90 days in the 
Madison County jail by 
Judge Matoesian for a July 
8, 1981, burglary attempt. 

On the following Jan. 15, 
Madison, Venice and Granite 
City police were alerted 
about a robbery attempt in 
the parking ot across the 
street from Cohen's 
supermarket, 2301 Illinois 
Ave. Freeman was taken 
into custody 25 minutes later 
after a foot chase in West 
Madison. 

Victim of the attempted 
robbery was Judy Buehler of 
Granite city. Intervening on 
her behalf was a grocery 
bagger, Lindell Simpson, 
who was already outdoors 
helping a customer in front 
of the store. 

When Freeman drew a .25- 
caliber pistol, aimed it at 
him and appeared to pull the 
trigger, the pursuing Simp- 
son leaped behind a pile of 
snow. The man fled and 
police were contacted. .It is 
believed the gun did not 
discharge.

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_ Exhibiting your 
vegetables at fair 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

Gardeners can earn honor 
and maybe some spending 
money by exhibiting prize 
winning vegetables at county 
and other fairs. 

They can also experience 
the challenge of competition 
and the spirit of friendship of 
other gardeners. But win- 
ning exhibits usually require 
some planning and work. 

Before planning exhibits 
and harvesting crops, get a 
copy of the fair book or 
premium list so that 
available categories can be 
studied. There are variations 
between fairs, so read all the 
rules. 

Pay special attention to 
quantitites and size specified 
for each plate or display, as 
well as the time for making 
entries. 

Vegetables in any display 
should be at their peak of 
maturity and quality at the 
time of judging. 

Sometimes it is difficult to 
have vegetables at the prime 
stage when the fair is held. 
Crops that mature early can 
sothetimes be held by 
picking them slightly im- 
mature and placing them in 
good storage conditions until 
‘a day or two before fair time. 

A crop such as_ onions 
should be harvested early 
and exhibited in a cured, dry 
condition. 

Other crops should be 
picked at optimum maturity 
and may require some 
refrigeration for _ best 
storage. 

Vegetables such as 
tomato, pepper, beans, 
carrots, cucumber and 
cantaloupe should be 
refrigerated immediately 
after harvest. Place them in 
the vegetable crisper or a 
plastic bag ,to prevent 
dehydration. 

The vegetables that have 
been refrigerated should be 
brought out and warmed 
enough before judging so 
that they do not ‘sweat’’ 
before or during judging. 

When selecting vegetables 
for exhibition, remember 
there are several points a 
judge considers for all types 
of,. vegetables, These are 
quality, condition, unifor- 
mity and whether the entry 
is typical of its variety 

Quality refers to the best 
and prime eating condition 
ofany vegetable. It also

Condition also is im- 
portant, It is an indication of 
how the crop has been 
handled and grown. Crops 
should be free of dirt, cuts 
and bruises, and insect 
damage. 

Also, they should be free of 
any waxes and residues of 
treatments that may have 
been used for insect or 
disease control 

Uniformity is an important 
consideration in judging 
Each specimen on a plate 
and each vegetable within a 
display should be of similar 
size, color, maturity and 
shape. The ability to produce 
a uniform crop is a measure 
of ‘cultural ability

Pullen, Ewing 
play key roles 


By AL MANNING 


SPRINGFIELD 
legislators who have la- 
bored successfully behind 
the scenes during this ses- 
sion of the General Assem- 
bly are Penny Pullen and 
Tom Ewing. 

Pullen, 35, of Park 
Ridge, is a fiery individual 
who has risen in the last 10 
years from a legislative 
aide to a position of influ- 
ence in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

An arch-conservative, 
she has been one of the key 
strategists in the House for 
Speaker George Ryan. 

Pullen joined the Young 
Republicans and became 
an aide of the late Rep 
Robert Juckett in the 
1960s. She was active in the 
Maine Township GOP or. 
ganization, and was elected 
to the Legislature in 1976. 

Under Ryan she has 
served as the chairman of 
the exeuctive committee, 
one of the key posts not 
formally considered as a 
member of leadership 

She aggressively op- 
posed the Equal Rights 
Amendment, and has been 
involved in many of the 
nitty-gritty items of impor- 
tance to the legislators. 

In addition, Pullen is ac- 
tive in Republican Party 
politics. She supported Phil 
Crane and then Ronald 
Reagan for the GOP presi- 
dential nomination, and 
this time around she is 
serving as a campaign 
manager of sorts for Cal 
Skinner, the candidate for 
comptroller. 

Without a doubt she is a 
force to be reckoned with 


in the House. 

The question is where 
her future lies in the Leg’ 
lature. Although she is 
mentioned as a contender 
for speaker or minority 
leader next year, several of 
her colleagues consider her 
too temperamental and 
outspoken for the top job. 

Another candidate for 
GOP leader is Ewing 

The soft-spoken 46-y 
old representative has 
earned the respect of his 
colleagues during his 10 
years in the House. 

He served as an assist- 
ant state’s attorney in Liv- 
ingstone County and w: 
active in the Pontiac 
Chamber of Commerce 
prior to his election to the 
Legislature. 

Ewing is thoroughly 
knowledgeable about state 
government, and has been 
serving as the chairman of 
the Revenue Committee. 

He’s been carrying 
Thompson administration 
bills, although not the 
broad range of measures 
which a few other lawmak- 
ers, such as Sam Vinson of 
Clinton, have picked up. 

Ewing shouldn't be con- 
sidered the front runner for 
Ryan's spot — the speaker 
is leaving the Legislature 
(and planning on becoming 
lieutenant governor) — but 
a scenario could develop 
where he emerged as the 
compromise candidate for 
GOP leader. 

Pullen and Ewing are 
typical hard-working legis- 
lators who help establish 
state policy while at the 
same time laboring anony- 
mously outside their indi- 
vidual districts and Ahe 
state Capitol. 
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Diet fai bad kidnays 


Q. I am 65 years old. I 
have lost the use of one 
kidney and have partial 
use of the other, so I am 
only allowed 40 grams of 
protein a day. 1 am anemic 
and my weight has dropped 
from 130. pounds to 100 
pounds (I am 5 feet 4 inch- 
es tall). I do receive a vita- 
min B-12 shot’every three 
days, and I take other vita- 
mins, but I still feel weak 
and I am very thin. Can 
you suggest any way that I 
can gain some weight and 
improve my blood condi 
tion, yet stay within my 40- 
grams-a-day limit? Ls, 
San Juan Batista, Calif. 

A. It is important to re 
view some of the dietary 
concerns of patients with 
limitations in their renal 
function. The kidneys are 
responsible for excreting 
most of the nitrogenous 
waste from the metabo- 
lism of protein. This com- 
pound, called blood uria ni 
trogen (BUN), rises to high- 
er than normal levels when 
there is an impairment of 
the kidneys. In addition 
the kidney takes care of 
the acid-base problems 
that result from the metab 
olism of food. They also 
help adjust the amount of 
body fluid and filter oui a 
variety of toxins 

The choice of a 40-gram 
a-day diet comes from 
studies which have shown 
this to be a reasonable 
compromise to allow. for 
maintenance of body tis: 
sues. This 40 grams, how- 
ever, must be a very high 
biologic value protein 
which means high quality 
protein complete in all es- 
sential amino acids. Tradi- 
tionally, we have recom: 
mended milk, eggs, meat 
fish, poultry and cheese 
with a limited amount of 
salt. Also, 40 grams ap- 
pears to be an acceptable 
lower limit to have food 
still be palatable 

As the amount of protein 
is limited, it is necessary to 
balance the rest of the diet 
with increased but nutri- 
tious calories. In this way 
all the protein can be used 
for rebuilding tissues, and 
none will have to be burned 
for energy. 

As the protein must be 
kept at a set level, the diet 
may be supplemented by 
using more starches and 
fats. Butter, oil, and most 
seasonings and flavorings 
are fine, provided they de 
not have a high sodium 
content. Most fruits and 
vegetables, excluding pota- 
toes, are also acceptable 

The general recommen- 
dation is that the patient 
take between 35 and 50 kilo 
calories per kilogram (2.2 
pounds) of body weight per

uations to have therapeutic 
benefit against ‘certain 
cancers as well as virus in- 
fections. 


Although there is much 
excitement regarding’ the 
potential utility of inter 
feron.for both virus infec 
tions and cancers, the dctu: 
al role that interferon ‘will 
play in medical treatment 
is jist being defined by 
clinical investigations. In 
addition, interferon has 
been extremely expensive 
and difficult to obtain. Re: 
cent advances in genetic 
engineering (cloning) 
promise. to make both the 
investigation of interferon 
and ultimately its general 
use a feasible prospect 
Dr. Douglas Richman, as- 
sistant professor of pathol- 
ogy and medicine at the 
University of California, 
San Diego School of Medi- 
cine.

Charles Giedemann, 
coordinator of BAC’s hor- 
ticulture program, describes 
the greenhouse as a simple 
structure with simple 
principles 

The greenhouse operates 
on the trickle collector 
principle, with the sun 
shining through special 
fiberglass glazing on the 
front of the greenhouse onto 
flat black absorber plates on 
the back wall 

‘These plates get intensely 
hot and heat up water which 
is trickled down the back 
sides 

At the bottom of this ab- 
sorber plate wall, the heated 
water is collected and stored 
in an unsulated underground 
tank. This hot water can be 
used at night or on sunless 
days. 

Giedemann said ‘no’ fossil 
fuels will be used in 
operation of the greenhouse 

“The greenhouse will be 
used for standard potted 
plants and for hydrophonics, 
which is something 
relatively new and novel,” 
Giedemann said 

Hydrophonics is a 
technique of growing plants’ 
in a water solution on a 
water-and-rock medium. 

The solar greenhouse and 
two other greenhouses used 
by the horticulture program 
are located behind the 
athletic field, southeast of 
the main campus building at 
2500 Carlyle Road, 
Belleville. 

“These facilities put BAC 
in the top ranks of schools 
offering horticulture 
programs," Giedemann 
said. 

BAC. offers two-year 
degree horticulture 
programs in six areas, all of 
which transfer into four-year 
schools. 

General horticulture gives 
a broad overview of the field 
and is recommended for 
most students who want to 
transfer into four-year 
programs 

The other 
greenhouse management, 
and floral design — are for 
those who want to go directly 
into the work force.

Learning how 
things fly led from paper 
airplane flying contests to 
visits to Ozark Airlines and 
McDonnell Douglas, where 
students learned from 
professionals just what 
keeps those jets in the air. 

“Boarding a commercial 
DC-9 was exciting for those 
students who had never 
flown,” Schroeder related. 

“After returning to earth, 
the seminar classes studied 
propaganda, learning that 
there is much more to a 
commercial than meets the 
eye. 

“Having studied all the 
ploys that manufacturers 
use to hype their products, 
the students invented 
products of their own and 
wrote commercials that 
would sell those products to 
an unsuspecting consumer. 
One-minute spots included 
‘Box-a-Body Coffin, Inc.’ and 
orange-flavored toothpaste 
that was also edible. 

“Seminar students next 
took a trip into 
distant future and pretended 
to be Martians landing on 
earth and reacting to their 
findings as aliens might. 

“Personal and cultural 
time capsules led to a closer 
look at individual and 
societal priorities.

“Have you ever thought of 
Goldilocks, of Goldilocks and 
the Three Bears fame, as a 
jailbird? Seminar students 
did when they studied our 
judicial system 

“They decided to put 
Goldilocks on trial for her 
crimes. Robert Bosslet, and 
attorney with Chapman and 
Carlson, donated two hours 
of his time to speak to two 
classes about laws 
Goldilocks may have broken 
and the possible con- 
sequences if found guilty. 

“He also conducted 
private meetings with both 
defense and prosecuting 
attorneys from both classes 
and gave them various 
strategies to follow in con- 
ducting their trials. 

“Students were given an 
opportunity to sit in on an 
actual trial in progress in the 
courtroom of Circuit Judge 
Charles Chapman at the 
Edwardsville courthouse. 

“A trip to the new Madison 
County jail also was a real 
eye-opener, Anyone who 
hears and sees that iron door 
clang shut has to get a 
squeamish feeling in the pit 
of his stomach. It made quite 
an impression. 

“The two trials lasted 
almost four weeks, two 
weeks of which were spent in 
preparation. 

“One class found 
Goldilocks innocent while 
the other found her guilty 
and sentenced her to one 
year’s probation along with 
an order for restitution of all 
damages. 

“Bringing the first 
seminar year to a close was 
a rather large project: 
producing, directing, writing 
and acting in a television 
show. 

“What seemed like a lot of 
fun turned out to be just as 
much hard work. 

“Both television shows 
were taped at the Maryville 
studio of South-Western 
Cable TV and involved a lot 
of toil. Not only did they 
write and direct, but they 
aiso performed all technical, 
behind-the-camera work. 
Commercials also were 
created. 

“After several last-minute 
hair-raising problems, both 
shows made it into the homes 
of the community via cable 
television. 

“One class presented a 
new game show, Quiz ‘N 
Quotes, which pitted 
together two teams of four 
students each. 

“The other class per- 
formed a parody of Saturday 
Night Live’s ‘‘Weekend 
Update’’ news show. A good. 
time was had by all, in spite 
of the work and time in- 
volved. 

“Each student gained a 
new appreciation for the 
work that goes into the 
making of a television show 
— something most people 
take for granted. 

“Considering the 
uniqueness and newsness of 
the seminar classes, the year 
was a most rewarding one 
for all the students and the 
teacher, too. 

“Opening new yistas to 
bright young people — and 
letting them explore as 
many of them as time and 
feasibility would allow — 
was exciting. This is 
education, and it is hap- 
pening right here in Granite 
City.””

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‘County tells unions of financial woes

The Madison County 
Board’s finance and 
negotiations committees met 
last week with represen- 
tatives of the county's three 
employee unions, but it 
remains to be seen if the 
unions. will agree to con- 
cessions to help the county 
reduce the $2 million budget 
deficit it faces in 1983. 

According to negotiations 
committee member Bill 
Webb, Granite City, the 
county in the first meeting 
just wanted to let the unions 
know of the county’s bleak 
financial picture. 

Webb and Herbert 
“Junior” Melton, who serve 
together on the county’s 
hegotiating committee, also 


are’ employed by Granite 
City Steel. The steel com- 
pany was holding similar 
meetings with its employees 
at the same time the county 
was meeting with 
representatives of county 
employees’ unions. 


“The main reason for the 
county meeting was not to 
ask them to do anything,” 
Webb said. ‘The main thing 
was just to show them the 
financial position of the 
county. They seemed aware 
of our problem.” 


The meeting came as a 
result of a. special board 
meeting June 28, in which 
the county board instructed 
the two committees to 
consider concessions to the

Seek funds for 
dental project, 
repairs, roofs 


Planning funds for a 
permanent dental education 
clinic facility at the Alton 
campus of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
remain atop the university’s 
list of capital budget 
requests. Requests for fiscal 
year 1984 were submitted to 
the SIU Board of Trustees at 
a meeting held in Madison 
County 

SIUE is requesting 
$311,700 to plan a School of 
Dental Medicine facility 
estimated to cost $4.5 
million. 

The present dental clinic 
at the Alton SIUE Center is 
housed in a barracks-type 
building constructed in 1940 
and renovated in 1972. 

The board approved 
preliminary FY-84 capital 
budget requests totaling 
$12.5 million for the SIU 
system, with the un- 
derstanding that a system- 
wide priority listing will be 
approved in ptember 
before the requests are 
submitted to the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
as part of the system’s 
Resource Allocation and 
Management Program 
(RAMP), 

The preliminary plan 
includes 11 regular capital 
projects and five energy 
conservation projects for 
SIUE, totaling $4 million. 

Also listed are eight 
regular capital projects, 
three energy conservation 
projects and two food 
production and research 
projects for SIU at Car- 
bondale, totaling $8.4 
million 

Property acquisition and 
planning funds for the School 
of Medicine at Springfield 
are the highest priority 
items on the SIUC list, at a 
cost of $3 million. 

Other SIUE projects, in 
the priority order listed by 
the university are: “ 

Replacement of roofs, 
Supporting Services 
Building and the penthouses 
of Classroom Buildings II 
and III, $348,800; East St, 
Louis Center, renovation and 
remodeling, $246,800.

Higher food prices in future 


(This is the ninth in a’ 
Series of 15 articles exploring 
“Food and People.’ In this 
article, Willard Ww. 
Cochrane, professor of 
agricultural economics 
(retired) at the University of 
Minnesota, predicts that 
resource searcities and 
international developments 
will lead to higher food 
prices in the future 
Copyright (c) 1982 by the 
Regents of the University of 
California.)

Most Americans today are 
understandably complacent 
about their food supply. For 
much of this century, far- 
mers have produced more 
than Americans could 
consume 

This surplus has kept food 
prices relatively low — and 
much lower than in most 
other countries. 

But it may be time to do 
some hard thinking 
Although there is no cause 
for Americans to worry 
about going hungry in the 
next 20 years, there are 
certain economic  def- 
velopments — particularly 
on the international scene — 
that will affect their food 
supplies and their standards 
of living, 

CHANGES IN 
AMERICAN — AGRICUL’ 
URE, 

Major changes in the 
American agricutural in- 
dustry since the early 1930s 
haye made it more depen 
dent on energy resources 
and more vulnerable to 
changes in the world market 

Fewer and larger farms, 
using more capital and 
energy and less labor, are 
prodcing ever-increasing 
amounts of food. 

Largely through the magic 
of new technology, the 
number of persons supplied 
with farm products by each 
farmworker has risen from 
9.8 in 1930 to 67.9 in 1979. 

Increas: in farm 
productivity have out- 
stripped population growth 

In recent years, much of 
the resulting surplus has 
been shipped abroad. 

By 1979, when one-third of 
agricultural production was 
destined for export, the 
agricultural sector of the 
U.S. economy had become 
fully intergrated into the 
world market. 

Much of the world was. 
dependent on the United 
States for food, and the U.S. 
was dependent on thal 
foreign market to absorb its 
agricultural surplus. 

Concurrently, a 
service industry has 
developed to provide far. 
mers with such nonfarm- 
produced supplies and 


giant 


quipment as tractors, 
harvesting machinery, 
fertilizer, fuel, pesticides, 
and mixed feeds. 

And beyond the farm gate, 
a giant food and fiber 
marketing system has 

“eveloped to assemble, 
transport, process, package, 
and retail the products of the 
farm 

These two industries now 
dwarf the national farming 
operation itself. 

There is every reason to 
believe that these trends will 
continue into the 1980s and on 
to the year 2000 

Should they cause 
American consumers to 
worry about a serious food 
shortage in the next 20 
years? 

In a strictly physical 
sense, the answer is no, for a 
number of reasons 

First, domestic supplies 
could be increased | by 
reducing food exports. 

Second, domestic supplies 
could be augmented by 
reducing our consumption of 
meat and eating grain 
directly, as do most of the 
world’s people. 

Third, although an 
estimated three million 
acres of potential cropland 
are lost every year to high: 
ways, housing develop 
ments, and other nonfarm 

125 million new acres 
could be brought into 
production if high farm 
prices warranted it 

SCARCITY OF 
RESOURC 

On the other hand, the 
growing worldwide scarcity 
of critical resources is cause 
for concern. 

‘The most important event 
affecting Americans in the 
1970s was the energy crisis 
or, more specifically, the 
petroleum crisis. The oil 
supply situation for the 1980s 
appears still more perilous 

The worldwide petroleum 
crisis has several im 
plications for American 
agriculture. 

First, it is causing the 
prices of nonfarm-produced 
necessities, such 
pesticides and machinery, to 
rise rapidly 

Second, it is creating 
balance-of-payment . prob. 
lems for many countries 

These problems will, in turn 
give rise to pressures for 
food self-sufficiency, within 
those countries. 

Third, this development, 
taken with the possibility of 
the petroleum crisis in 
ducing a . worldwide 
depression, would reduce 
significantly the export 
demand for U.S, grains 
and cause the domestic price 
of grains to sag to the level of 
government price support

Fourth, interruption of oil 
imports into the United 
States would play havoc with 
current production practices 
in agriculture, with the 
transport of agricultural 
products, and ultimately 
with the location of 
agricultural production. 

Related to the energy 
crisis is the growing scarcity 
of available arable land and 
water in both the developed 
and less-developed coun- 
tries. 

There is precious little new 
land in favorable climates 
that can be brought into crop 
production ea and 
cheaply. And water to 

ate additional cropland 
is now in very short supply 

More important, the in: 
teraction of the growing 
scarcities of land, water and 
energy operates as a drag to 
inereased food production. 

Energy is required in eyer- 
larger amounts to increase 
total agricultural production 
where dwindling supplies of 
water must be pumped long 
distances to new lands that, 
in turn, had to be leveled or 
diked or drained or cleared 
to produce crops 

And increased yields on 
those and other lands) will 
require increased  ap- 
plication of fertilizers 

The whole process is 
technically feasible, but 
increase production can take 
place only at higher and 
higher costs, which must 
result in higher.and higher 
food prices worldwide: 

This is the meaning of the 
increased scarcity of con. 
ventional resoui 

T INTERNATIONAL 
MARKET. 

Resource — scarciti 
together with political chaos 
in much of the less developed 
world, are causing increases 
in food production to lag 
behind population growth in 
most of Africa, much of the 
Middle East, and parts of 
Latin America 

This lag in food produc- 
tion, which is also occurring 
in such countries with 
central planning as Poland. 
the Soviet Union, and 
perhaps the People’s 
Republic of China, is causing 

and will likely continue to 
cause — those parts of the 
world to inerease thir im- 
ports of grain, causing the 
price of grain in the world 
market to rise 

Since the U.S. is fully in 
tegrated into the world 
market, the price of grain in 
the U.S. is likely to rise over 
the next 20 years 

Finally, since meat 
dairy products are 
manufactured’? out of 
grain, the ptice of these 
products to American 
consumers is also likely to 
rise. 

In other words, if the 
conditions outlined above 
materialize, American 
consumers will be spending 
a larger share of their 
disposable incomes for food 
in the year 2000 than today 

Furthermore, world grain 
prices are likely to fluctuate 
widely, sharply and un- 
predictably as a result of 
abnormal weather con 
ditions, wars, and changes in 


and 


the internal economic 
policies of such countries as 
the USSR, China and India 

Thus, prices received by 
American farmers are also 
likely to fluctuate widely, 
sharply and unpredictably. 

Further, farm input prices 
are likely to rise as a result 
of soaring energy prices and 
inflation, leaving American 
farmers caught in some 
unpredictable race between 
rising product prices and 
rising input pric 

Thus, Americans are going 
to be subjected to some 
large, but unpredictablé, 
short-run price movements 
in farm products as well as a 
general upward trend in 
prices. 

DOMESTIC POLITICS. 

Given the above scenario, 
we can expect consumers to 
petition the government to 
assist them to hold down the 
price of food by operating a 
grain reserve, restricting 
food exports, expanding 
domestic food programs (for 
example, Food Stamps) and 
perhaps imposing price 
controls. 

rmers, on the other 
hand, are likely to petition 
he government to refrain 
from doing most of these 
things, and. instead to 
maintain effective price 
supports for farm products 
and to assist them to expand 
exports 

It thus seems likely that 
there will be some intense 
political struggles over 
domestic food and 
agricultural policy in the 
next 20 years. 

But both’ consumers and 
producers of food should 
agree on the desirability of 
increased research and 
development in the areas of 
energy and of food 
production and distribution 

In the short run, there will 
be some difficult, but not 
monumental, problems for 
Americans in the food and 
agricultural sector 

In the longer run, if we as‘a 
people are wise and turn our 
attention to increasing world 
food production, Americans 
can avoid any serious 
reduction in living stan 
dards. And villagers in 
Africa and South Asia can 
avoid starvation.

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Milam East says trash dumping permits reduce abuse 


“It’s a shame that a lot of good, honest 
people have to pay for abuse by a few 
people.” That is how Jim Walla, district 

. Inanager for the Milam East Division of 

SCA Services, describes the necessity for 
imposing a permit system for Granite City 
residents to dump trash in the company’s 
landfill on Chouteau Island. 

We understand SCA’s position, but fear 
that the more difficult the company makes 

_jit,to dump trash, the more temptation 

there will be for some city residents to just 
‘dump it by the side of the road. 

‘The latest in a series of attempts to 
regulate trash dumping involves requiring 
city residents to obtain dumping permits 
in Nameoki Township before they can use 
the landfill, which is in Chouteau Town- 
ship.

Nameoki Township, near the levee, and 
found piles of trash dumped under ‘‘No 
dumping’ signs. To further show a lack of 
respect, the signs were full of shotgun 
pellet holes — good targets for a little 
practice shooting. 

A woman was openly burning a stuffed 
chair across the road from her house and 
was placing bags of trash on the burning 
chair. It should be noted, however, that she 
was not a Granite City resident, and, 
therefore, does’ not have free dumping 
privileges at the dump- 

It used to be that Granite City resident 
needed only fill his truck or van or car with 
trash from his home, haul it to the dump 
and show the guard a city sticker on his 
vehicle. Commercial haulers, aware that a. 
city sticker was the ‘‘key’’ to free dumping 
then simply put Granite City stickers on 
their trucks, ‘‘We had trucks with Missouri 
license plates dumping free, because they 
had a Granite City sticker,” Walla notes. 

Then, it became the job of Granite City’s 
City Inspector Emerald Dawes to deter- 
mine residency and issue permits to dump. 
A person cleaning out his garage on a 
Saturday could not then dump the trash 
that day, unless he had previously ob- 
tained a permit, because the city in- 
spector's office was not open on Saturdays 

Subsequently, Milam East decided to 
issue permits at its office in downtown 
Granite City. Later, that function was 
moved to the dump, which we felt that was 
a good idea, until we found out that the 
permits were issued only between 8 and 10 
a.m. on weekdays. 

Now, Milam East has moved its offices 
to Route 162 just west of Route 111, south of 
Pontoon Beach. It’s a good 15 to 20 minute 
round trip for most Granite City residents, 
then another 20 to 25 minute round trip to 
the dump. 

At least, the hours for obtaining a permit 
have been expanded, 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
weekdays 

Walla has a suggestion. Anyone planning 
to be in the vicinity of the Milam East 
office on a weekday, perhaps a day off or 
vacation, may take a recent utility bill or 
other proof of residency, stop in, obtain a 
permit and hold on to il. ‘The coupons are 
good until used, weeks, months or a year 
from now,” Walla says. 


Then, when the urge to clean out the 
basément or garage strikes on a Saturday, 
homeowners can do so and proceed 
directly to the dump, rather than dumping 
the trash along the side of the road.

“I heard this roar,” said 
Roberta Witter as she began 
describing the incredible 
experience her family en- 
dured early last Saturday. “I 
thought one of the kids had 
forget and left the tub on.” 

The loud noise that woke 
Mrs. Witter, Rural Route 2, 
Granite City, a user of the 
Madison County Sanitary 
Sewer Special Service Area 
One, unfortunately had 
nothing to do with an 
unattended faucet. 

Mrs. Witter followed the 
sound down the hall towards 
the family’s bathroom, 
located on the first floor of 
their split-foyer home, and 
could see what she thought 
was water coming from an 
overflowing tub, The smell 
should have immediately 
indicated a different sort of 
cause for the problem. 

“Tt was just like a 
waterfall over the toilet,” 
said Mrs. Witter, indicating 
her initial encounter with the 
flowing sewage that was 
eventually going to take over 
the first floor of her home. 

She looked in the shower 
stall and saw sewage 
shooting up from the bottom 
drain, too. 

“Tran upstairs, got a plug, 
and tried to plug up the 
shower.” 

As a result the sewage 
pouring from the toilet began 
jetting up about two feet over 
the toilet, “So I pulled the 
plug.”’ 

The sewage pouring from 
the toilet went down a bit, so 
she stuffed towels down the 
toilet to plug the continuing 
rushing flow. The clogged 
toilet diverted the sewage 
back out the bottom shower 
stall drain. 


the 5-foot Mrs. 
Witter described the new 
upward shooting stream 
from the shower drain, 

“T just unplugged it all,” 
she said of the towels in the 
toilet and the drain in the 
shower. 

Her daughter, Amanda, 8, 
woke to her mother yelling at 
her to get up in a hurry, She 
said her mother then told her 
to get a hold of everything 
she could and pile them on 
the downstairs beds and the 
couch, 

“T put my winter boots 
on,” said Amanda, who had 
to wade through the rising 
sewage in an effort to save 
what possessions that could 
be saved. 

Her younger brother, 
Jeffery, 6, also helped. 

After trying the 
emergency number Mrs. 
Witter had been given by the 
Madison County sewers 
district and getting no an- 
swer, she tried to call the 
sewer office and got a 
recording. Finally, she was 
able to reach a Pontoon 
Beach Police Department 
dispatcher. The dispatcher 
promised to try to locate the 
sewer district employees 
rushing to check on the 
equipment after Saturday’s 
three to four-inch rain, 

Meanwhile, her husband, 
Randall Witter Sr., arrived

measures as his wife to stop 
the flowing sewage with no

Their oldest son, Randall 
Jr., 14, suffering from kidney 
disease and in danger of 
further complications from 
infection, had to go to the 
garage, where the elder 
Witter got his sump pump. 

He began pumping the 
sewage in his yard as the 
flow from the toilet lessened, 
but then realized the sewage 
was creeping towards his 
home’s electrical box. He 
was forced to turn off the 
power, and thus his ability to 
pump out the house. 

Witter told his story again 
—with his wife and two of his 
children present — at the 
last night’s meeting of the 
Madison County sewer 
district. 

“There was a good foot of 
water standing in my 
children’s bedroom, the 
family room and the 
bathroom and utility room,” 
said Witter. The family had 
piled most of their clothes on 
the floor of the utility, a 
ritual for the tradition 
Saturday morning wash. All 
the clothes were ruined. 

“TI received damage to my 
carpet beyond repair. My 
kids matteresses were 
ruined, couch, easy chair. 
All doors are warped and 
wouldn’t close. The 
baseboard all has to be 
replaced. My hotwater 
heater element was un- 
derwater,”” Witter stated in 
his letter to the board. 

He has already pulled out 
all the lower floor carpeting 
and some of six downstairs 
doors. 

Witter told the sewer 
board he had an immediate 
health problem, in view of 
his son’s condition, but the 
sewer board could not offer 
him no anwsers. Without no 
one to help them, Randy 
Witter has been forced to 
sleep outside the house. 

“Tt took me four hours to 
get ahold of somebody,” 
Witter told the sewer board

members. When he did reach 
Superintendent Gene Futch, 
who had been busy checking 
other complaints and 
pumping stations, he was not 
offered much hope. 

Futch had no pump to help 
the family cleaned out their 
house or no quick answer to 
the immediate problem. 

Futch said there was 
nothing he could say to 
Witter, except he was sorry, 

According to Morris Miles, 
county board member and 
chairman of the sewer 
committee, the sewer lines 
became overloaded as 
residents in the Witter area 
used the sewer lines to pump 
drain water accumlated 
from the rains. 

Pumping of ground 
drainage water into the 
sewer system is illegal, but a 
common practice, Miles 
said, The committee had 
been warning residents such 
an incident could occur in the 
event of heavy rains. 

Miles said the Witter home 
is the lowest house in the 


area and became the outlet 
for the pressure which had 
built up in the sewer lines 

Witter, who would not 
reveal names, said some of 
his own neighbors admitted 
to him that they had used 
sump pumps, hooked to the 
sewer lines, during the rains. 

Meanwhile, Witter lives in 
fear his son may have to go 
on a kidney dialysis 
machine, if an infection 
occurs. 

Witter himself had just 
been on the brink of taking 
his first vacation in seven 
years, but now will not be 
able to leave — both because 
of the condition of his home 
and the expense of im- 
mediate replacements for 
lost household items. 

The attorney for the sewer 
district has told Witter it will 
take longer than a week ta 
determine what ‘insurance 
benefits may be coming to 
him. 

Witter said he is still 
searching for help to 
disinfect his home.

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Madison redistricting dying a slow death? 


To the Editor: 

If we all remain very quiet 
and do nothing, redistricting 
by the Madison City council 
will die a slow death and the 
funeral will be very costly to 
us the taxpayers. 

The meetings of the 
committee (consisting of the 
aldermen whose term are 
due to expire and who would 
think of putting themselves 
out of a job) are scheduling 
them further and further 
apart so it will be easy to 
forget and the death will be 
painless. 

You have been paying for 
this funeral for a long long 
time—the law refers to any 
census later than 1940, and 
never in the history of 
Madison either as a village 
or a city has the population 
ever exceeded 15,000. So, we 
have never been entitled to 
10 alderman—only eight. 

One of the aldermen who 
held office in the 1970 census 
period said it was brought 
up, but nothing was done 
about it. See what I mean? 

The last 12 years alone, 
you have been paying two 
excess aldermen $100 each 
per month for the meetings 
and an additional $100 each 
per month for expenses that 
aren’t even accounted for. 
Twelve years times $400 per 
month adds up to $57,600. 
And that doesn’t include 
benefits like convention 


expenses, pensions, in- 
surance, etc,, which were in 
addition. 

During this same 12 years, 
your taxes have been paying 
the salary of a city attorney 
and, at times, assistant city 
attorney, for legal advice. 
True, it was not always the 
same attorney, but that 
should have. provided for 
more than one legal opinion 
on continuing a practice the 
law has very clearly set forth 
as cities with 3,000 


population but less than 
15,000 are entitled to only 
eight aldermen. Why have 
the attorneys not advised 
them according to the law? 


The Illinois statutes 
provide for lifting this un- 
necessary burden from the 
taxpayers. Are we going to 
sit idly by and wait to sing at 
the funeral? What are you 
going to do?

I would like to clarify a 
statement made in the ar- 
ticle. It was stated, “In the 
United States, the govern- 
ment reimburses Hospice.” 
(One of the reasons why the 
Medical Center has sup- 
ported Hospice of Madison 
County is because of its 
difficulty in becoming self- 
supporting.) At the present 
time, the United States 
government does __ not 
reimburse Hospice services, 
despite our continual effort 
to get relief for these 
patients, even if it be in the 
form of Social Security 
benefits when they can no 
longer be gainfully employed 
but are not yet 65 years old. 

There is presently 
proposed legislation on the 
national level for reim- 
bursement of Hospice care. 
In New Zealand, Hospice 
does not receive government 
support, but the terminally 
ill do receive a pension and 
Sister Margaret was telling 
us how each civic com- 
munity adopts its Hospice 
program and actively 
supports it with fund drives, 
etc., especially through 
service clubs. 

Probably the universal 
appeal of Hospice (whether 
in New Zealand or the United 
States) comes from the fact 
that all of us have ex- 
perienced the death of a 
loved one and know the 
needs of the terminally ill 
and their families, 

I felt I should write this in 
order to let our local people 
know that our Hospice is not 
government financed and 
how much we appreciate 
local support.

Looking back on it, I’m 
sure that this is true. I know 
that itis with me. It is part of 
the American  Publie’s 
image: of-revolt against 
authority, a facet of our 
rebellion against the powers 
that be, Generally, we pay 
lip service to the idea of 
maintaining “law and or- 
der,’ but there is a streak of 
the outlaw in most of us. 


And, the umpires and 
referees, as symbols of that 
ideal are frequently the 
faultless victims of that 
attitude. And, funny thing is, 
it makes for a better game, I 
think 

However, I have long felt 
that we Americans should 
back a plan to help solve the 
problem of untrained of- 
ficials. Some, let’s face it, 
are real bad. 

With the exception of 
organized baseball, 
basketball and hockey, all 
other American sports are 
“‘called’’ by men and women 
who are really not 
professional officials, and 
have had no formal training 
in the profession ‘of of- 
ficiating 

Pro football, 
the worst offender 
respect. 

This is not to say that most 
officials calling pro football 
don’t do adequate jobs. But, 
more and more, since the use 
of “instant replay’ has it 
been dramatically proven 
that even the best of them 
‘blow’? key and crucial 
‘calls’’ tipping, unjustly, the 
balance in favor of a team 
and penalizing the other. 

My suggestion to solve this 
overall problem is: let’s set 
up a system in which we can 
train young men and women 
to become really 
professional game officials. 

As a Nation of spor 
loving individuals and 
spending literally billions of 
dollars overall in the 
developing of our various 
teams, from the grade school 
through college levels on up 
toand through the pro ranks, 
we turn around and_ pick 
untrained peeple to call our 
games. Nuts, huh? 

Briefly, my idea is this 

Set up a program, eatly 
on, for example, in the grade 
schools where a boy and girl 
may decide that they wish to 
become professional of- 
ficials. Then, when they 
enter high school a decision 
could be made to take a well-

Japanese ‘dumping’ of stainless clad 
steel brings 14 percent import duty 


The United States Inter- 
national Trade Commission 
has ruled Japan Steel Works’ 
dumping of stainless clad 
Steel plate in the U.S. at 14 
percent below fair market 
value has. injured the 
domestic clad plate industry 
This final decision, which 
under existing U.S. trade 
laws took nine months to 
reach, supports Lukens Steel 
Company’s -Oct. 6, 1981, 
petition to stop the unfair 
pricing of clad stainless 
imports by the Japanese 
manufacturer. 

The ITC decision means 
that the Commerce 
Department will impose a 14 
percent anti-dumping duty 
on stainless clad products 
shipped into this country 
from Japan since March 22, 
1982. This is in addition to the 
regular 11.1 percent duty in 
effect for 1982. 

“We are confident that the 
decision would be made in 
our favor,” said John F 
Weaber, chief operating 
officer of Lukens Steel. ‘‘The 
evidence we submitted in our 
petition clearly showed thal 
Japan Steel Works was 
dumping their stainless clad 
steel and that this practice 
was injuring the U.S. clad 
industry, We are very 
pleased that our original 
contentions were supported 
by the ITC," he added. 

In Lukens Steel's Oct. 6, 
1981, petition, the company 
cited three domestic petro- 
chemical projects where 
1,475 tons of less than fair 
value stainless clad plate 
were supplied by Japan Steel 
Works. Normally a low. 
volume, high-value product, 
Stainless clad plate steel 
imports skyrocketed from 
Tess than 40 tons in 1979 and

“Fluoride in water 


still volatile issue 


By JOAN MURARO 

SPRINGFIELD — Like 
Prohibition and the Equal 
Rights Amendment, the 
question of fluoridating 
water supplies seems to 
strike a nerve in most peo- 
ple. 

They may be for it; they 
may be against it; few are 
indifferent to it. 

Like the other issues, flu- 
oridation seems to gen- 
erate emotion and foster 
fear, creating clouds of 
confusion that obscure the 
single, basic question: does 
adding minute amounts of 
fluoride to drinking water 
safely reduce or prevent 
tooth cavities in children? 

“Absolutely” say a num- 
ber of proponents including 
the. American Academy of 
Pediatrics, the American 
Dental Association, and the 
Illinois General Assembly, 
which in 1967 approved 
legislation making fluori- 
dation of thé state’s public 
water supplies mandatory. 

But opponents, notably 
the Safe Water Foundation 
of Delaware, Ohio, main- 
tain that fluroide is a pois- 
on.unsafe in any quantity, 
and carries the risk of can- 
cer, poor circulation, head- 
aches and chest pains. 

Recently, two events 
pushed the issue of fluori- 
dation back into the fore- 
front of the news — public 
health officials warned of a 
growing shortage of the 
most commonly used fluo- 
rides, and an Illinois judge 
acting in a suit that had 
been pending for 14 years 
set aside the state’s fluori- 
dation law as unconstitu- 
tional, amounting to an 
abuse of powers by the 
state. 

The legal decision was 
handed down in Alton, 
where the climate seems to. 
foster organized opposition 
to generally accepted caus- 
es. (The town was the 
birthplace of the “Stop 
ERA” movement which re- 
cently saw the successful 
conclusion to its 10-year 
battle.) 

In the Alton fluoridation 
case, a group of citizen lob- 
byists terming themselves 
the Illinois Pure Water 
Committee filed suit in 
1968, the year after it was 
adopted, against the Alton 
Water Co. and the state 
Public Health Department 
to stop enforcement of the 
fluoridation law. 

Over the years, 10 jurists 
reviewed the case. Last 
February the 11th and final 
one, Marion County Circuit 
Judge Ronald Nieman, 
ruled in favor of the com- 
mittee, holding the law 
was an abuse of state pow- 
ers, and that the state had 
failed to disprove the 
claims of the opponents. 

The Illinois Supreme 
Court, on an appeal by the 
state, has ruled the state 
may. continue to require 
fluoridation while the legal 
battle. is still before the 

. court. That, according to 
Raymond Kuthy, public 
health dentist with the Illi- 
nois Department of Public 
Health, “could be quite 
awhile.” 

But Ilinois is not alone 
in requiring the addition of 
fluorides to its water sup- 
plies. Seven other states — 
Connecticut, Georgia, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Ohio and South Da- 
kota — also mandate it, 
and many other states-add 
fluoride without the pres- 
ence of legal orders to do 
so, according to sources at 
the University of Illinois. 

All told, an estimated 
112 million Americans 
drink water to which fluo- 
ride. has been artifically 
added, and 10.7 million 
more drink water in which 
fluoride occurs naturally. 

The relationship be- 
tween fluoride content in 
water and tooth decay inci- 
dence was noted 40 years 
ago, when it was establish- 
ed that a water supply with 
one part per million (ppm) 
was associated with 50 to 
60 percent fewer cases of 
tooth decay, according to 
Adria Sherman, assistant 
professor of foods and nu- 
trition in the University of 
Illinois College of Agricul- 
ture. 

Since 1942, numerous 
studies done in communi- 
ties “have confirmed and 

“ reconfimed findings that 

the earlier a child has an 

available source of fluo- 
ride, the greater protection 
it will provide,” Sherman 


says, but opponents charge 
the studies have no validity 
since they are community 
surveys, not scientific labo- 
ratory tests. 

“If they hada variety of 
laboratory tests and no 
community surveys, they'd 
probably say just the oppo- 
site — that laboratory tests 
don’t prove anything,” says 
Ira Markwood, head of the 
public water supply divi- 
sion of the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(IEPA), the group that has 
the responsibility for moni- 
toring communities’ com- 
pliance with all aspects of 
water safety, including the 
mandated additions of 
chlorine and fluoride. 

“I believe anybody op- 
posing fluoridation either 
has no children, or is doing 
those children — and 
grandchildren — a great 
disservice,” Markwood 
says. 

Opponents point to suc- 
cesses in a number of cases 
in which fluoridation has 
been defeated when sub- 
jected to public referen- 
dum, but Markwood said 
he is aware of at léast one 
community that discontin- 
ued it after a campaign by 
opponents, 
restore fluoridation when 
dental checks about two 
years later showed tooth 
decay in children had dou- 
bled. 

Scientis®& do not disa- 
gree with opponents’ 
claims that fluoride is 
toxic — at least at some 
levels. Technically classed 
among the trace minerals, 
it is not essential in the 
way other nutrients are; 
people can live and grow 
without it, according to 
Sherman. 

But “it would be difficult 
to drink enough water to 
get an overdose of fluo- 
ride,” says Dr. Terry 
Hatch, a physician in an 
Urbana clinic and a faculty 
member of the Division of 
Nutritional Sciences at the 
University of Dlinois. 

“The kidneys do a good 
job of exereting excess flu- 
oride so one would have to 
drink an enormous amoun' 
in a short period of time.” 
Experts say a level 2,500 
times the recommended 
amounts would have to be 
ingested to cause death. 

Slightly higher dosages 
than those recommended (2 
to 8 ppm) can cause dental 
fluorosis, a mottling of 
tooth enamel which is an 
aesthetic problem but no 
health concern. Between 8 
and 20 ppm osteosclerosis, 
or hardening of the bones, 
may occur, while growth 
depression may result at 50 
ppm or more. 

All the serious complica- 
tions require huge increas- 
es over recommended do- 
sages, but, critics main- 
tain, equipment errors and 
equipment. failures have 
been known to occur. 

Because of its ability to 
deposit in bones as weil as 
teeth and strengthen them, 
pediatricians sometimes 
order fluoride as a supple- 
ment for breast-fed infants 
or children in rural areas 
who have no other dietary 
source of the mineral, 
Hatch says, adding that 
more recently is has also 
been recommended for 
some adults to prevent or 
treat osteoporosis, a degen- 
erative bone disease. 

While anti-fluoridation- 
ists question studies indi- 
cating fluoride’s effective- 
ness in combating tooth 
decay, they do accept 
charges by John 
Yiamouyiannis, a biochem- 
ist and president of the 
Safe Water Foundation, 
who claims fluoride inhib- 
its the actions of enzymes 
that repair genetic materi- 
al and other human cells 
and thereby, he says, lead 
to genetic damage and can- 
cer. 

During the Alton hear- 
ings, Yiamouyiannis al- 
leged that “two or three” 
Illinoisans die of cancer 
each year because of fluo- 
ride in water. 

To support his claims, he 
compared cancer deaths in 
10 major cities which fluo- 
ridated water, including 
Chicago, with cancer 
deaths in cities which do 
not fluoridate water sup- 
plies.

sity of Illinois disputes his 
claims; results from one 
highly urbanized area can- 
not accurately be extended 
to other U.S. cities, she 
maintains, because higher 
cancer rates in cities with 
fluoridated water could 
also result from other 
causes, 

Sherman also disagrees 
with claims the connection 
between fluorides and less- 
ened decay is unproven; 
she says the community 
surveys were “carefully 
designed to study rates of 
tooth decay” and adds that 
some of the earlier, origi- 
nal studies were scientific, 
jab projects on. animal 
models. 

Markwood agrees. 

“Except for the testing 
on chlorination, there prob- 
ably isn’t any area that has 
been as thoroughly docu- 
mented as the benefits of 
fluoride,” he said. “Usually 
we do laboratory tests be- 
cause we can’t test people; 
in the case of fluoride, 
we've been able to see 
what happens when people 
use it, not animals.” 

While _anti-fluoridation- 
ists may welcome the news 
that at least temporarily 
fluorides will be-in short 
supply, people like Mark- 
wood aren't getting pan- 
icky about the shortage re- 
sulting from an economy- 
linked decline in the 
manufacture of phosphate 
fertilizers (fluorides are a 
by-product). 

Both the fluorides most 
widely used are scarce, 
and sodium fluoride is easi- 
ly available, but, Mark- 
wood said: “We aren’t 
advising anyone to switch 
to sodium fluoride right 
now, if supplies of their 
regular products aren’t 
available. If they (yaung- 


sters) don't get it for 
week or a month or two 
months, it doesn’t seem to 
make a lot of difference; 
it's a long process (the im- 
provement from fluorida- 
tion). If they don’t get it for 
six months or more, it 
makes a significant differ- 
ence.” 


So he feels communities 
could miss adding the ma- 
terial for a week or two, 
until new supplies are 
available, more comforta- 
bly than they could switch 
to the sodium variety, 
which poses some prob- 
lems in dissolving, and can 
be dangerous to handle, 
particularly at small ins- 
tallations not equipped for 
it. 


Markwood estimates 
that only about 7 to 9 per- 
cent of the approximately 
2,000 public water supplies 
in Illinois fail to fluoridate 
their water despite the 
state mandate, and these, 
he says “are very, very 
small” systems. 

He theorizes they fail to 
do so because “they don’t 
understand the value of it, 
they see it as a bother, or 
it’s just one more thing 
that someone has to take 
care of.” 


Enforcement lies with 
the department of public 
health, through the civil 
courts, though IEPA can 
also take enforcement ac- 
tion before the Pollution 
Control Board, he says, if 
the lack of fluoridation is 
only one of several en- 
forcement actions the 
agency is bringing before 
the PCB on a specific sys- 
tem 


Chemical leak 
plan approved 


SPRINGFIELD — The 
Hilinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (IEPA) 
has given conditional ap- 
proval to a plan submitted 
by U.S. Ecology to halt the 
leak of organic chemicals 
at the firm’s Sheffield land- 
fill site. 

The firm, based in Louis- 
ville, Ky., maintains the 
leakage is caused by hy- 
draulic pressures building 
on the bottom of a trench 
containing primarily 
household and industrial 
solvents, which was inun- 
dated by a torrential rain 
in the summer of 1979, 
while the trench was still 
open. A single storm 
dumped more than 14 inch- 
es of water into the trench, 
according to IEPA and U.S. 
Ecology spokesmen. 

Recently, test wells re- 
vealed some leakage from 


the trench, on the southern 
edge of the site. 

USS. Ecology proposes to 
dig additional sumps into 
the trench, where four are 
already in place, and use 
pumps to relieve the pres- 
sure. 

Richard Carlson, IEPA 
director, said a review by 
agency staff “concluded 
that the company’s propos- 
al is a reasonable effort to 
determine the cause and 
the extent of the leakage of 
chemicals from the trench 
along with a program to 
restore the trench to its de- 
sired level of perform- 
ance.” 

Spokesmen for IEPA 
said no specific start or fin- 
ish dates were set and the 
time frame for the work 
would probably hinge on 
availability of the neces- 
sary pumps. 


FUNDING CUT 
Health agencies 
feel the pinch

SPRINGFIELD — Seven 
years ago a new program 
became effective in Illi- 
nois, providing for agen- 
cies (largely non-profit) to 
plan and direct orderly de- 
velopment of area-wide 
health services. 

Initially there were 11 of 
the federally financed 
Health Service Agencies 
(HSAs) in Ilinois, part of a 
nationwide grid of 204 such 
groups. 

Today, Illinois has 10, 
another is locked in what 
may be its final battle with 
federal authorities, and 
“maybe three others” are 
likely to go out of existence 
in coming months, accord- 
ing to officials of the public 
health department that 
oversees the agencies. 

Among the ones on the 
ropes is the agency serving 
Will County. 

Still another HSA, serv- 
ing Kane, Lake and 
McHenry counties, appears 
about to be merged with 
the agencies serving Chica- 
go and Metropolitan Cook 
County, despite objections 
by at least one of the coun- 
ties involved. 

The HSA already dis- 
banded served the East St. 
Louis area; some of its 
functions were taken over 
by the state of Missouri. 

Harold Ziebell, associate 
director of the Office of 
Health Planning in the 
state public health depart- 
ment, said some of the 
agencies involved are giv- 
ing serious thought to 
going out of business be- 
cause of an inability to 
continue to provide ser- 
vices in the face of changes 
in federal funding — in the 
case of Will county, for in- 
stance, dropping from 
$300,000 to $100,000 — com- 
bined with requirements 
that they reach 100 percent 
staffing in accordance with 
strict population ratios, by 
next Dec. 31. 

As originally planned, 
HSAs were to serve areas 
with a 500,000 minimum 
population, but some, like 
Will County, were given a 
federal waiver to begin op- 
eration serving a popula- 
tion of about 470,000, 
Ziebell said. 

Now, he says, the De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services (DHHS) is 
calling these “borderline” 


agencies “minimal” and 
they are being funded min- 
imally. 

At the same time, under 
the regulations developed 
by DHHS, the HSAs were 
required, by last March 31, 
to have achieved 50 per- 
cent of full staffing, and to 
meet a 75 percent staffing 
figure by July 31 of this 
year. Staffing is to be 100 
percent complete by Dec. 
31, Ziebell said, with “full 
staffing” defined as rough- 
ly one staff member for 
each 100,000 persons 
served — generally, a staff 
of five for each HSA. 

“The problem is,” Ziebell 
said, “how these agencies 
can hire a staff of five and 
continue to carry out their 
functions at the same time 
their funding is dropping to 
$100,000 a year.” 

Basically, the HSAs are 
to develop long-range 
plans for the areas they 
serve, with emphasis on 
certain areas of health 
care where needs are seen. 
They are also to break up 
these plans into one-year 
increments with an eye 
toward eventual comple- 
tion of the entire plan. 

“For instance,” Ziebell 
said, “an HSA might set a 
target of reducing infant 
mortality by a certain per- 
centage over a five-year 
period. It would draft the 
five-year plan, then each 
year set up specific plans 
which would say ‘Starting 
Monday morning, this is 
what we do as the first 
step’.” 

They also do initial 
project reviews on applica- 
tions for certificates of 
need, which hospitals, nurs- 
ing homes and other pro- 
viders, must obtain from 
the state before undertak- 
ing planned expansions or 
shifts in services offered. 
The HSA’s recommenda- 
tion for or against approv- 
al, while not binding, is 
taken into consideration by 
the division of facilities 
planning. 

Though Kane County of- 
ficials have gone on record 
opposing the plan to merge 
the Kane-Lake-McHenry 
HSA with the Cook-Chicago 
groups, Ziebell said it is his 
understanding the prelimi- 
nary work has largely been 
completed. 

“It (the merger) was
